If the proposition of the countries of Europe 
that each, including the United States’, should 
cancel the war debts of all others, and start 
fresh, should prevail, this country would be. the 
one to hold the bag and lose out to the tune of 
ten billion dollars, and we are pleased to note 
that Mr, Harding and the new administration is 
not in favor of anything of the kind.

A recent tabluation o’the personnel of rob- 
beries as reported by the American Press shows 
thats more than fifty per cent_of the acts of 
banditry in this country within a given period of 
time were instigated, perpetrated, aided and abet- 
ted or master-mnded ‘by ex-convicts who had eith- 
er been pardoned outright or were out fot the 
penitentiary on tentative parole. Beyond /que astion 
these caSes prove that it is a menace to good gov- 
ernment and to organized society to turn 1o00Se 
criminals upon an innocent people whose courts 
have convicted them. Long before these convicted 
persons have Served out their. time, and hence 
before their legal debt bas been paid, they are set 
at large to continue their depredations upon busi- 
mess and homes and all over the land. TheSe sta- 
tistics also prove that onlya fewcriminals reform. 
The bulk of them return to lawlessness, and if 
pardoned or paroled they return to it just that 
many years sooner, The country has suffered much 
loss of life and property hrough the pardoning and 
parole power in the past few years, and those re- 
sponsible should learn a needed lesSon and_ gét 
wise to themselves and the facts and conequénces. 


WILSON NOT A LINCOLN

Président Wilson had tobe helped in and out of 
automobile; his hair is almost white, his face 
drawn and wrinkled, and he took no part in the 
public demonstration, hurrying to bis home and 
to bed as soon as he conveniently fould.
